New Discussion of the Sit- 
uation. 


Washington, February 17.— President 
Wilson sent to the senate today his re- 
sponse to the Fall resolution adopted 
last month requesting him to report 
on facts leading up to recognition by 
the United States of the de facto gov- 
ernment of Mexico headed by General 
Venustiano Carranza. It was in the 
form of a long letter from Secretary 
Lansing summarizing the events which 
| preceded recognition and transmitting 
ta great volume of data, including a list 
of all Americans killed in Mexico and 
along the border during the past six 
years. 

The president, through Mr. Lansing, 
declined to comply with that part of 
the Fall resolution asking for diplo- 
matic and consular reports on politi- 
cal conditions and events in Mexico. 
The senate was informed that it was 
not compatible with public interests to 
furnish this correspondence inasmuch 
as it was of a highly confidential na- 
ture and “submitted by consular of- 
ficers of the United States, dy dipio- 


ply this government with fafervantion 


during the necessary absence of Ameri- 
can repreapneatiyes and by other per- 


sons in Mexico.” 
Americans Now Protected. 


As to the stability of Carranza to ful-. 
fill his promises to proteet foreign lives | 


and property, Mr. Lansing said that 
under all the circumstances the de 
facto government, which at the time of 
recognition controlled more than 75 
per cent of Mexico's territory, was af- 
fording “reasonably adequate protec- 
tion to the lives and property of Amer- 
ican citizens.” 

The data disclosed that 76 Americans 
were killed in Mexico in the years 
1913, 1914 and 1915 as compared with 
47 in the three years preceding and 


that 20 civilian Americans and 16 sol- 


diers were killed on American soil in 
the last three years as a result of 
Mexican troubles. 

When the report was received Sen- 
ator Stone, chairman of the foreign 
relations committee, moved that it lie 
on the table and be printed as a public 
document. He made no comment on 
its contents, Senator Fall expressed 
himself as disappointed because the 
president had not included the confi- 
dential correspondence. 

The response to the resolution is ex- 
pected to stir up a new discussion of 
the Mexican situation in the senate and 
to bring a vote quickly on the nomina- 
tion of Henry Prather Fletcher as am- 
bassador to Mexico. Senator Fall intro- 
duced his resolution when the nomina- 
tion was sent in. Republican members 
of the foreign relations committee held 
that the senate should not consent to 
sending an ambassador to Mexico until 
it was thoroughly informed as to the 
character of the government to which 
he was to be accredited. In view of 
the report it is probable that the for- 
eign relations committee will pass on 
Mr. Fletcher’s nomination next Wednes- 
day.

Mail Traffic Violated. 

“Of late the British authorities have 
violated the mall traffic. Parcel post 
from one neutral. country to another is 
being unloaded in British ports and the 
contents are being seized. While par- 
del post is not protected through The 
Hague postal convention, it neverthe- 
less seems to his majesty's government 
that the British procedure, in the form 
and extensiveness practiced, would be 
invalid even with regard to -ordinary 
express goods, and that this seems 
particularly evident when the seizure 
of parcel post is directed against a 
means of conveyance under guarantee 
of sovereign powers. Besides, great 
personal. inconvenience is connected 
with seizure of this kind. 

“However, England’s present practice 
of censoring also first-class mail, sent 
by neutral vessels from one meutral 
country to another, is an even greater 
violation of the rights accorded neutral 
powers by the rules of international 
law. It is not necessary to particu- 
lafly point out how contrary this prac- 
tice is to the stipulations in the above 
mentioned Hague convention, which 
stipulations or rules myst be consid- 
ered to have been in existence even} 
before the promulgation of this conven- 
tien.

smaller Italian states in the middle 
ages, from the most stubborn ideal of 
libérty, implanted in those ready to 
fight to the last man to realize that 
ideal. 

Their Way Not Our Way.

London, 88 i7.—Barl Kitche- 
ner announced in the house of lords 
today that during the last Zeppelin 
raid it was certain that the British 
acéounted for one ditship which was 
lost at sea and that there was wood 
reason to believe a second airship had 
been put out of action. 

Lord Kitchener added: 

"Up to the present time a hostile air 
invasion of gland has had no in- 
fluence whatever on the military con- 
duct of the war, and regrettable as ‘is 
the less of citizen life and damage to 
private property, I do not believe the 
people desire to give too great im- 
portance to these attacks, nor to allow 
them to affect military operations. 

At must be realized that in war it 
is not always possible to insure safe- 
ty everywhere, and sqme risks must 1 
accepted in order to be strong at im- 
portant points. 

“It is beyond our power to guaran- 
tee these shores from à repetition of 
these air incursions, but we shall make 
them more costly each time.” 

Outlining the system of air defense 
in Great Britain; Lord Kitchener said: 

“The defense is three-fold: First, 
good advance information regarding |“ 
the movements of hostile aircraft; 
second, defense by anti-aircraft artil- 
lery; third, attacks on raiders by aero- 
planes. 

“As regards the first, we now have 
a system which gives us sufficient 
warning of impending arrival and prob- 
able movements of the enemy. As to 
artillery, the construction of aircraft 
guns now has precedence over other 
ordnance, and now the guns, as fast as 
produced, will be distributed to the 
best advantage throughout the coun- 
try. 

“Attack by aeroplanes at night is at- 
tended with great difficulties, but I 
believe that with more extended prac- 
tice ‘we shall overcome the -. difficul- 
ties. 

The government will leave no stone 
unturned in efforts to improve to the 
utmost our defenses against Zeppe- 
lings,” declared Lord Kitchener. “The 
responsibility for defense will be in 
the hands of Viscount French, with 
Sir Percy Scott as his chief adviser.” 

In reply to a question regarding the 
use of aeroplanes at night Lord Kitch- 
ener said no order had ever yet : 
sent to à pilot of the royal Sains. oorps 
to make an ascent at night to attack 
a Zeppelin. He added: 

“ND ice is given to each station when 
the time comes to ascend to intercept 
a Zeppelin. The decision as to whether 
to fly or not is left to the senior of- 
ficer on the spot. If he decides that 
the weather conditions are favorable 
he is the first to ascend.” 


OVER 2,000 NEGROES

the nekroes have had nothing to eat 
for 48 hours.

REPORTED, FAVORABLY 


Washington, February 17.—The 
Lever bill to direct the census bureau 
to collect and publis* statistics of cot- 
ton and cotton seed products was or- 
dered favorably reported today by the 
house agricultural committee. 

A favorable report also was ordered 
on the Heflin bill, directing the cen- 
sus bureau to publish statistics of raw 
and. prepared cotton and linters, cot- 
ton waste and hull fiber censumed in 
the manufacture of gun cotton and ex- 


plosives and of absorbent and medi- 


cated cotton during 19165. 


Passage of the Lever bill would agi 


quire the census bureau to publish 
monthly statistics as to the quantity 
of cotton seed received at oil mills, 
the quantity of cotton seed crushed at 
such mills, the quantity of cotton seed 
products and refined. oil obtained, the 
quantity of these produets shipped out 
by these mills and quantities held by 
refiners, manufacturers and users. 

Statistics showing the quantity of 
cotton seed and cotton seed products 
imported and exported also would be 
collected. 


The Lever bill has the support of 


the census bureau, cotton seed crush- 
ers’ associations of the south, the cot- 
ton farmérs and the cotton seed trade 
generally. Representative Lever told 
the committee today that cotton is 


more readily aon than grain, 


and that the b would benefit pro- 


ducers most of all. 


Mr. Lever said one New York brok- | 


erage firm spends $100,000 annually in 
collecting cotton statistics. and large 
sums also were spent by other con- 
cerns, but that the government’s fig- 
ures were the most accurate of all, 
and that without them to private sta- 
tistics might be manipulated for 
wrongful purposes.

Coupled with the verdict just rendered 
in the superior court of Coffee county, find- 
‘ing G. Wash Lott guilty of the bloody mur- 
der of his own son, which carries with it the 
‘penalty of life imprisonment, comes the in- 
evitable announcement that attorneys for 
the defendant will “file a motion for new 
trial.” 8 

The lawyers, of course, are simply doing 
their duty as they see it under the laws of 
the state, but it is the weakness of these 
laws from which Georgia, with other states, 
suffers.’ It matters not. whether a defendant 


be convicted of burglary, robbery, assault 


or midnight assassination, the first thing in 
order is a motion for new trial, then appeal 
to the supreme court, and so on through.the 
list of opportunities and technicalities. for 


delaying indefinitely thé sa inte) punishment 


of the guilty, 

Of course, no one will be surprised that 
the verdict in this particular case was ac- 
icompanied by announcement that a new trial 
would be sought. In fact, under the circum- 
stances, surprise would haye’ been created 
by the absence of it, because failure to seek 
a new trial in a case of this sort would have 
been the exception. 

The defendant in this ease did well to 
escape with his life, but that is neither here 
nor there. The important question to the 
people of Georgia is whether or not there is 
some way to put an end to the interminable 
delays encountered in the trial of criminal 
cases through the technicalities of the law. 

There is nope of this unnecessary and 
exasperating delay under the English sys- 
tem. When a eriminal is tried and convicted 
in the English. courts, execution of the sen- 
tence follows immediately. There is no ap- 
peal to supreme court, no question of some 
minor technical error which may keep the 
case in the courts for years. If it is a cap- 
ital offense and the death penalty is given, 
the day of execution is fixed gn the Monday 
following the first bright Sunday after con- 
viction. The only appeal is to the mercy of 
the crown, and decision is given without 
postponement of the execution date. 

It might be urged that the English 
method is too extreme; that it affords the 
defendant too little opportunity to prove his 
dase. On the other hand, it is just as cer- 
tain that our method, which is that of all 
the other states, is too extreme in the other 
direction. There should be found, and un- 
doubtedly can be, some fair and just method 
between these extremes which will insure 
prompt trial and execution of any sentence 
passed by the ‘courts. 

It is certain that present methods make 
a travesty of justice, not only in Georgia, 
but in every state in the union, and notably 
‘in New Tork, where the Thaw case so 
clearly demonstrated the possibility of a 
rich murderer buying his way to freedom. 

If we would su in removing the stain 
which lynchings and mob laws put upon the 
state, one of the essential steps, at least, is 
so to remodel our court procedure that pun- 
ishment for unquéstioned trime will be rea- 
sonably swift and absolutely sure.

He 
leaves $340,000 to a hospital, a big sum for 
war on tuberculosis, an annuity to organized:

er's grave. His negro servants are left $15 
a month during life, and bequests and an- 
nuities are left to other employees. The 
friends of his dead mother and the children 
of those who befriended her are substan- 
tially remembered, while scores of others liv- 
ing in Athens, Washington, Atlanta, Charles- 
ton, New York and other cities are left from 
$600. to $1,000 a year during life. His part- 
ners in business who are reputed to have been 
indebted to him in large sums of money are 
freely forgiven their debts and in addition are 
left thousands upon thousands of dollars.
